WHEN WE FOOT THE BILL. 
“So much is involved," declared the 
president, 
"and 
such a difficult and dis­ 
couraging situation will follow if congress 
fails to sanction the m erchant marino bill 
that I should feel myself obliged to call 
congress immediately in extraordinary ses­ 
sion to especially consider it if it went over 
through any neglect/’ 
r Later Mr. Harding modified the declara­ 
tion by admitting that the time was not pro­ 
pitious for the passage of the bill, but in­ 
dicated that at 
the 
proper 
moment he 
would renew his insistance for its passage. 
Mr. H arding was correct in stating th at 
much is involved in the measure. 
One re­ 
alizes how much is involved in ship subsidy 
when one considers the estimates of expert 
judges that the subsidy of the Leviathan 
alone would probably amount to between 
$1,250,000 and $2,000,000 a year. The Le­ 
viathan, it is true, would be the biggest unit 
of the subsidized fleet, but there would be 
many others, each one requiring some hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars of the taxpay­ 
ers’ money to keep the vessel running.

There was no ship subsidy 
then and there was no large American m er­ 
chant marine. 
The period of greatest m a­ 
terial progress came after the decline of 
the old m erchant marine and after this na­ 
tion had ceased to be an important carrier 
of trade. We produced the foodstuffs, the 
raw 
materials, 
and 
the 
m anufactured 
goods, and other nations, 
which 
owned 
ships, did the carrying; and we waxed rich, 
richer than any of the carrying nations. 
Evidently the president still sticks to the 
fallacious dogma which he laid down some 
time ago that no nation has been or can be 
eminent in commerce unless it is also emi­ 
nent as a carrier of commerce. 
There are 
numerous 
illustrations 
in history besides 
the history of his own country which refute 
that contention. No "difficult and discour­ 
aging situation" 
confronted 
us when we 
hjid only a small m erchant marine, but it is 
going to be exceedingly difficult and dis­ 
couraging for the taxpayers if they are re­ 
quired to pay large 
additional 
taxes to 
maintain a large m erchant marine which 
cunnot pay for itself.

CAUSE FOR CRIME

HARRISBURG, 
PA., 
Sept. 5.— 
Avarice led ail human failings as a 
cause of crime for which arrests 
were made by the 
Pennsylvania 
State Police during 121. 
Of a total 
of 12,908 arrests vovered in a report 
for the year, made uolic today, 5,550 
were listed under this heading. 
The police report bases ut crime 
on human emotions and lists most 
of the offenses under headings sug­ 
gestive of the fundamental traits re­ 
sponsible. 
Avarice covers the var­ 
ious forms of theft and robbery. 
Under the heading recklessness are 
iicted 4,289 arrests, which were the 
result largely of violations of the 
automobile laws. 
Alcoholic stimu­ 
lants was responsible for 1,270 ar­ 
rests. 
The other headings and the 
totals are: 
Drugs, 4; lust 627; re­ 
venge, 1,026; submrmal mentality, 
142. 
More single than married 
men 
were arrested, and for most of those 
taken into custody the offense was 
their first. 
There were 7,141 single 
men and 5,767 married men arrest­ 
ed. 
Of the total, 11,798 were first 
offenders, 178 second offenders and 
932 third offenders. The report lists 
12,162 as white and 746 black There 
were 12,202 men and 706 women. 
The youngest offenders were 10 
years old and there were 37 of these. 
The oldest was 80. There was only 
one of this age, although there were 
two of 78 and two of 76. 
The most dangerous years 
ap­ 
parently were between 20 and 35. 
There were more offenders—648—of 
the age of 24 than of any other age. 
The 30-year mark was second with 
579.
